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REMARKS 

Claims 1-16 were pending. Claims 4-6 and 9-13 were allowed. Claims 1-3, 7 and 8 were 
rejected. Claims 14-16 were unaddressed. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Applicant would like to thank Examiner Ghayour for the telephone conversation of June 
6, 2006, during which we discussed unaddressed claims 14-16 and agreed that claims 14-16 
contain allowable subject matter as they depend from allowed independent claim 13. 

The Examiner objected to the drawings as failing to show every feature of claims 1-3. 
The Examiner also rejected claims 1-3 under 35 USC § 1 12 as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. Applicant is canceling claims 1-3 to permit claims 4-6 and 9-16 to 
proceed to allowance. 

The Examiner rejected claims 7 and 8 under 35 USC § 102 as anticipated by Haq. 
Applicant is canceling claims 7 and 8 to permit claims 4-6 and 9-16 to proceed to allowance. 

Only allowed claims 4-6 and 9-16 remain pending. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully 
requests a notice of allowance.
